Reed was initiated by Wilson, who had 
then just returned from Indianapolis. 
Wilson was a great alliance worker and 
in that guise was working for the third 
party and organizing the Sons of Gideon. 
Reed says the penalty for failure to obey 
the obligations is very severe. 

Bell makes a complete exposure, stat- 
ing that Wilson last December urged 
him to become a member, the conversa- 
tion being in the presence of James Brin- 
son, alliance :ecturer of the first district. 
Bell said he could not consent to join un- 
less Wilson first revealed fully the char- 
acter and purpose of the order. Wilson 
then gave details and also read the obli- 
gations he wished Bell to take.

SAYS {IT 1S UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


They Might as Well Be Blowing Soap 
Bubbies at the Moon-—An Interest- 
ing Interview. 


Hon. William H. Fleming, of Augusta, 
was in the city yesterday with his many 
friepds among the state politicians, who 
are gathering in advance of the state lez- 


islature. ; 

They were congratulating Mr. Fleming 
upon the points made against the chitd 
party as reported in The Constitution's 
special from Bartow, Jefferson county. 

It’ was stated in the special that a pre- 
vious speech of Mr. Fleming’s at Bartow 
had practically carried the county for demo- 
caacy in the October election, since it 
changed more votes at that precinct than 
was Jefferson’s democratic majority. 

Public attention has already been called 
to the point advanced by Mr. Fleming that 
the people’s party platform containes in 
all its lenxth not one word in favor of 
popular education, while the democratic 
platform speaks out boldly on this sub- 
ject. 

Referring to the matter yestarday in a 
conversation with Mr. Fleming, a reporter 
asked him if this second speech at Bartow, 
which had been so highly praised, con- 
tained any new thoughts on this seeming- 
ly thread-bare theme. He said: 

“Yes, I am inclined to think that one 
point I presented can be called perhaps 
a fresh contribution. 

“It was substantially this: The land 
plank of the people’s party platform which 
means the merging of private ownership 
of land into the federal (not the state) 
government, and also the railroad plank 
which means_ the transferring of 
private rights in railroad property 
into federal ownership, can _ neither 
be carried into practical operation, 
without first amending the constitution of 
the United States. 

_“Both these planks involve the legal ques- 
tion of eminent domain or the condemna- 
tion of private property for public uses. 
That right is nowhere lodged in the federal 
government. It rests exclusively in the 
states. 

“If the United States desires to erect a 
government building for a postoffice, or 
any similar purpose, it must purchase the 
property at private sale vr proceed to con- 
demn it under state laws. It acquires juris- 
diction over the-land only by actual cession 
from the state. It has no authority of its 
own to condemn private property, whether 
in land or in railroads. 

“The federal government can control 
railroads under the clause of the constitu- 
tion giving it the power to regulate inter- 
state commerce but the transfere of title 
is a: radically different thing. Of course 
the federal government might by a stretch 
of general welfair clause build new lines 
of railroad, but the idea of paralleling all 
existing roads would be too preposterous. 

“Any law of congress to effect 

purpose of either of these planks 
would be promptly declared wuncon- 
stitutional by the United States supreme 
court. , 

‘“‘Now if these schemes can be carried out 
only by an #mendment to the constitution 
you can. see how utterly useless it is for 
people. of our day to expect or fear any 
practical success in the attempt, when you 
consider what obstacles stand in the way 
of any amendment. 

“The amendment would first have to be 
agreed to by a two-thirds vote of con- 
gress and then ratified by three-fourths of 
the states, either of which requirement 
is pratically impossible of attainment 
in our day and generation. 

“So far as effective results on these two 
planks at least are concerned, our third 
arty friends had as well occupy their time 
n blowing soap bubbles at the moon.”

A BIG FIRE AT MARIETTA. 


The Brumby Chair Factory Suffers a Consid- 
erable Loss. 


Marietta, Ga., October 19.—(Special.)—The 
Brumby chair factory narrowly escaped being 
totally consumed by -fire tonight and it was 
only the unexcelled work of the fire com- 
panies that saved it. 

At fifteen minutes after 7 o’clock the alarm 
was given and the heavens toward the fac- 
tory were seen lighted with a red smoky 
glare. 

_ The fire started in the engine room, & 
building about 40x60 feet, and had gained 
such headway before discovered that it 
impossible to save it, and it was only by 
heroic work that ‘the main building was 
saved.

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Confederate Soldier, 


"(STORY IN WHICH A BIBLE PLAYS PART. 


One Soldier Pays the Other One a Visit 
and They Talk Over Old Times—The 
Bible and the Cartridges. 


Douglasville, Ga., October 19.—(Special.) 
Three miles west of Douglasville lives John 
D. Pope, a battle-scarred confederate vet- 
eran who is today enjoying more real hap- 
piness than has befallen many of the 
old veterans since the war. 

Mr. Pope, who is known to The Douglas- 
ville New South, was a member of Company 
G, Forty-Secotid Georgia volunteers, and 
at the battle of Winchester, in September 
1864, it so happened that in the deadly con- 
flict the Forty-Second Georgia confronted 
the Forty-Second New York regiment. Pope 
used up all of his cartridges, and his gun 
had got so hot and foul he could hardly use 
it. Seeing a dead yankee with his gun ly- 
ing beside him, he threw down bis own 

n and took up the yankee’s. While stoop- 

to take off the dead man’s cartridge 
box, he was shot in the top of the shoulder, 
the ball coming out-at the small of his back. 
Pope fell by the side of the yankee soldier 
and lay there for hours totaily unconscious. 

When consciousness returned the battle 
was over, and save the groans of the wound- 
ed and dying the stillness of death reigned 
over the field of carnagé. Exerting all his 
strength the wounded confederate raised 
himself on his hands and knees, and see- 
ing a small pocket Bible laying by the dead 
yankee, he. placed it in his pocket and crawl- 
ed away. He was taken up by the ambu- 
lance corps, carried to a hospital and finally 
got well enough to come home, but has never 
gotten over his terrible wound and never 
will. - 

On examining the Bible he found by the 
dead yankee, he discovered that it belonged 
to Jobn H. Coe, of Company G, Forty-Sec- 
ond New York regiment, and had been 
presented to him by his father, giving the 
name and address of Coe’s father. The co- 
incidence of the letters of the companies 


and the numbers of the regiments to which . 


the two men belonged, being the same, and 
their both being shot down on the same spot 
impressed Pope very much, and he decided 
it was his duty to let the parents of the dead 
yankee boy know the fate of their son. So, 
about twenty years ago, he wrote to the 
boys father in New York, telling him how 
and where his boy had died, and telling him 
that he had his Bible, and would send it 
back on receipt of instructions how to send 
it. Pope never heard anything from his 
letter until about two months ago, when a 
letter came, inclosing a cabinet photograph 
of a fine looking business man, with the 
name of John H. Coe, Ottumwa, lowh, at- 
tached. It transpires that the yankee boy 
was not dead, as Pope thought, but that 
he was taken off the field, got well, and 
after the war went to lowiz to live. 

Ahgnt two months since he was looking 
over some old papers left by his parents 
and found the old letter received from Pope 
twenty years ago. He immediately wrote to 
Pope, telling him of nis narrow escape from 
death on the field at Winchester, of his slow 
recovery, removal to lowa, his business suc- 
cess, etc., since the war and asked that his 
old Bible be returned to him. Pope replied, 
asking Coe to come to see him and telling 
him that if he wanted the Bible to play the 
old soldier again and come and take it and 
eat “hard-tack”’ with him ior awhile. Mr. 
Coe, being a wealthy business man of Iowa, 
and having nothing to hinder, decided he 
would make a raid into Georgia and capture 
John Pope and his “hard-tack,”’ and recap- 
ture his old Bible, taken from him dring the 
war. Last Saturdsy morning Pope receiy- 
ed a telegram from Chattanooga signed by 
Mr. Coe, telling him he would be here Sat- 
urday evening. A great many people had 
heard of the’ correspondence and telegram, 
and wheh the 5 o'clock p. m. train came 
quite a crowd was present to witness the 
meeting between the cld yank and old 
Johnnie. Their curiosity was certainly 
gratified and in a manner to convince them 
tLat the war is over, for such hugging and 
crying between men who were total stran- 
gers to eacn other has rarely been seen.

He withheld the 
pay of the soldiers for months on the 
plea of no funds, reminding congress at 
the same time that if his banking sys- 
tem were adopted he would be able 
speedily to pay everybody. Under these 
circumstances congress finally adopted 
the bank bill, but the conversion of state 
banks into national banks was so slow 
and uncertain that the 10 per cent tax 
was brought forward afterwards as a 
separate measure. Even then it went 
through the house only by the casting 
vote of the speaker, and through the 
senate by a majority of only two. 

The struggle to establish the national 
banks ran through two years and during 
all that time no friend of the national 
bank system ever brought forward the 
argument that the state banks ought to 
be suppressed because they were bad, or 
because they issued wild-cat notes. 

We believe John Sherman would be a 
much greater man than he is if he could 
be induced to tell the truth in politics.

Brother Blaine at Ophir. 

Mr. Blaine’s bid for the Irish vote has 
not met with the response that was ex- 
pected. Some of the most prominent 
Irishmen in the country have repudiated 
the spirit of it, and there is a general 
feeling that the tone of the speech was 
in the nature of an insult to a very sen- 
sative race. No insult was intended, but 
it is easy to see by Mr. Blaine’s appeal 
that he places a very low estimate on 
the intelligence and patriotism of Irish- 
Americans. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Blaine, 
making his speech in a low state of health, 
presumed on his popularity with the 
Irish voters, a piece of bad taste he 
would:not have been guilty of under more 
favorable circumstances. Indoubtedly, 
there has seemed to be at times certain 
elemrents in Mr. Blaine’s character enti- 
tling him to the admiration of those who 
believe in America and in the American 
spirit. On one or more occasions he has 
struck a note in politics that even called 
for the applause of the southern demo- 
crats. 

But these occasions have been few and 
far between. Mr. Blaine has not been 
able to maintain that fine audacity 
which is a mark of genius as well as 


statesmanship. At the most critical mo-. 


ments of his career the spirit of office- 
seeking has overtaken him and he has suc- 
cumbed to the demands of partisanship. 
As a partisan, Mr. Blaine is a yery com- 
mon-place person indeed, and as such he 
cannot hope to bave the admiration of 
his Irish-American fellow-citizens or of 
any citizen touched with the American 
citizen. 

It is only when he has risen superior 
to the sectionalism of his party and to 
his tory environments that he has won 
or degerved the admiration of those 
whose good opinion is worth something. 

Mr. Blaine, as one of the tags on the 
tail of the Harrison kite, cuts a very sorry 
figure indeed. 


A New Cotton-Picking Machine. 

Word comes through The Dallas 
News that at last a machine has been 
invented which will pick cotton. We 
trust that the enthusiasm of our contem- 
porary has something substantial to go 
upon, for the time has arrived when a 
successful cotton-picker would be a 
great boon to the cotton planters of the 
south. 

It is pretty well settled in the minds 
of those who give the subject serious 
thought that hereafter the cotton-growers 
of the south will be compelled to reap 
the bulk of their profits out of cheaper 
processes of production, and it is pre- 
cisely in the methods of gathering the 


crop that invention can bring economy | 


to bear. When the crop is ready to 
gather there is always a scarcity of la- 
bor, owing to the demand, and the cost 
of picking by hand, with the waste that 
ensues by reason of delay, forms a large 
part of the expense of the crop. 

The machine which The Dallas News is 
welcoming is called the Todd cotton-pick- 

machine, and it is now at work in 
the cotton fields near that city. It seems 
to be a modification of or an improve- 
ment in the machine that was experi- 
mented with in South Carolina a few 
years ago, and it is to be hoped that it 
will meet the expectations of the pub- 
lic. 

The Dallas News says it ds difficult 
to give a clear description of the ma- 
chine. It is supported by two large, 
wide tracking wheels and drawn by two 
horses. Between the wheels are two 
revolving upright cylinders covered with 
short revolving spindles, set with rows of 
bristles. In operating the machine the 
two large wheels straddle a row of cot- 


ton, the stalks passing between the two 


cylinders. The spindles revolve rapidly, 
and, pressing against the opened bolls, 
the bristles catch the lint and twist it 
out of the burrs. As the cylinders turn 
around it is raked off the spindles by 


bristled scrapers upon the elevator belts, 


which carry it over the machine into two

Farming Here and There. 

According to the latest estimates, the 

Kansas farmers will make this year on 
their crops a net profit of $37,000,000, 
against a net profit of $27,000,000 last 
year. 
_ Out of this they will have to pay ‘their 
annual interest charge of $12,500,000 on 
their farm mortgage indebtedness, and 
there is no telling how much on their 
other indebtedness. 

Apparently the farmers of Kansas are 
in a good fix this year, but they are 
keeping up their calamity shout, and it is 
more than likely that their grievances 
justify complaint. 

In the northeastern states the farmers 
are complaining bitterly. The number 
of abandoned farms in New England is 
on the increase, and the farmers who re- 
main find it impossible to sell their places 
for more than half or a third of the value 
of their estates a few years ago. 

In the south, despite the low price of 
cotton, the farmers are better off than 
their brethren of the east and the west, 
Their economy and their diversified crops, 
with cheap labor, have enabled them to 
pull through the recent era of depression, 
and they are hopeful of the future. 

The McKinley tariff system bears heay- 
ily upon the farmers, and we must get 
rid of it before we can expect to see any 
great change for the better among our 
agriculturalists. We must have tariff re- 
form and a change in our financial sys- 
tem. The conditions of the past two 
years cannot be continued without im- 
poverishing the tillers of the soil in every 
state in the union.

While the case was being tried 
the women had a warm dispute, which en- 
ded in a fight. They fought like tigresses, 
much to the amusement of the court room 
spectators.

He Pra 
gave Adaline Maddox 4a rty 
days’ sentence in the stockade, and she is 
there now working out that sentence. He 
released Lizzie Calloway, and her husband 
was fined $5 and costs. 

Lizzie Calloway got the worst of the 
courtroom scrap, and has been in bed since. 
She namo mea 5 of pains in her breast and 
abdomen, and her condition has been se 
rious. She was in a delicate condition. 

Last night about 10:30 o'clock she died. 
The matter was at once reported to Police 
Captain Moss, and the superintendent of 
the city stockade was notified to hold Ada- 
line Maddox, securely. She will probably 
be brought from the stockade to the police 
station this morning and locked up on 4 
charge of murder.

And IfShe Ie, the Sky Will Be Darkened 
This Afternoon About Two O’Clock, 
and It Will Be Total In Baltimore. 


There will be ‘a total eclipse of the sun 
today and many parts of the United States 
will be swept by the shadow that will pass 
over the earth’s surface. 

It is not very often that the people of 
Atlanta are treated to a genuine eclipse 
of the sun. » ' 

But if the almanac is to be relied upon 
they will certainly enjoy that privilege to- 
day. 

It is not likely, however, that the entire 
disk of the sun will be obscured to those 
who live in this locality, 

The astronomers, however, predict tbat 
the citizens of Baltimore will be thrown 
completely in the shade and that for sev- 
eral minutes the pall of midnight will be 
thrown over the city and surrounding 
region. 

It has now been several years since a 
total eclipse was visible in Atlanta and the 
citizens who recall the event can never 
forget the impression made upon their 
minds. 

The chickens went to roost and the cows 
came home to be milked. The stars jump- 
ed out in the sky and for several minutes 
it looked as if the night and the day had 
changed places and the constellations had 
been woefully mixed up in the swap. | 

The eclipse in Baltimore will be given 
a few minutes before twelve o'clock and 
the gloom wil] continue to deepen until two 
o'clock, when the sun will be fully eclipsed, 
and the greatest amount of darkness will 
prevail. 

If Atlanta comes in for a A part of the 
eclipse at all it will probably be only a 
smal bite. Thangh eclipses are very uncer- 
tain and there is no telling what the effec 


_will be until after it happens. . 


It is necessary in order to appreciate an 
eclipse of the sun in its full beauty, for 
the day to be perfectly clear and for no 
clouds to interfere with the view. 

If the day is cloudy there will simply be 
a growth of darkness without the brilliant 
display that comes from the gradual dark- 
ness of the visible luminary. 

Everybody will, of course, be on the look 
out for the eclipse, and if it fails to hap- 
pen a great many knee breeches will be 
disappointed.

There was 
a fair quota of alliancemen from the vari- 
ous sub-lodges of the county present as 
delegates, and Mr. J- M. Liddell presided, 
while Secretary J. E. Nabell kept a record 
of the proceedings. 

At 10 o’clock President Liddell called the 
meeting to order and the delegates settled 
down to the work that had brought them to- 
gether. 

The contrast the meeting presented to 
tie last quarterly meeting of the Fulton 
eSunty alliance was too. striking to escape 
notice. At the last meeting two political 
factions were at war inside the organiza- 
tion—fighting for the honors of the offices. 

Since that time the third partyshas been 
so completely buried that its adherents in 
Fulton county didn’t have the nerve to 
make a fight yesterday. 

A resolution intended to cast a slur upon 
Commissioner of Agriculture Nesbitt was 
introduced, discus and defeated. It de- 
clared in favor of a department that would 
do more practical Pe to the farmers. 
A majority of the delegates, recognizing 
the efficiency of the agricultural depart- 
ment and the faithfulness of Colonel Nes- 
bitt, buried the resolution. 

ecently the county alliance has been \ 
taking a good deal of interest in matters 
educational in Fulton county. At the last 
meeting a great deal of time was spent in 
talking about what ought to be done, and 
any number of remedies were pro ‘ 
A committee consisting of Colonel J. P. 
Austin, John L. Conley and Adam Poole 
was appointed to offer something on the 
subject. In a report yesterday they stated 
that Fulton county contributed $60,000 to 
the general school found, which went to 
other counties. 

The alliancemen all favor an exhibit at 
the world’s fair, and a resolution declar- 
ing in favor of a state exhibit at Chicago 
was adopted. 

Colenel Ben J. Davis was endorsed for 
coroner by the meeting. 


HE SHOT HIS WIFE THREE TIMES. 


And the Police Are Now Busy Looking For 
Will Broadnax. 

Bill Broadnox, a negro residing in the 
rear of the corner of Washington and 
Grant streets, shot his wife three times 
last night and made his escape. 

The shooting occurred at Broadnax’s 
home about 8 o’clock, and created the 
wildest excitement for several squares 
around.

Adjoining Broadnax’s home is a large 
vacant lot, grown up in weeds and across 
this dark area Broadnox ran with his 
smoking pistol in his hand, after 
shooting his wife. His wife and sister-in- 
law followed, screaming in deep distress, 

The people who were attracted to Broad- 
nax’s home by the shouts and the pistol 
shots ran into the house. All was dark, 
and three small children were found sleep- 
ing in bed. 

A telephone message was sent to police 
headquarters and Officers Bedford, 
Green, McCarley, Norman and Captain 
Thompson went out to the scene of the 
shooting. They found a badly excited 
crowd at the home of Broadnax, but 
neither the latter nor his wife were to be 
found. The officers searched over the 
vacant lot in vain for the woman. After 
an hour the woman was found. She had 
run to a physician soon after being shot 
and had the three balls extracted. The 
three balls had entered her right shoulder, 
making painful but not necessarily fatal 
wounds. 

The officers are searching for Broadnax, 
who is employed at Carpenter’s flower 
garden on Pryor street. His face is badly 
searred from a burn, and one ear is miss- 
ing.
